Two letters received recently 
at the home of Rev. Henry Cot- 
ton give an insight into the con- 
ditions under which Canadian 
soldiers landed on the coast of 
France The letters are address- 
ed io Mr- Cotton's daughter, 
Mrs. W. F. Armour, by her hus- 
band, Sgt. Armour, R.C.A- 
Bandy, referred to in the letter, 
is Mr. Cotton's grandson. 

Ihe first letter, dated June 11, 
follows: 

"A lot has happened since I 
last wrote to my family. The 
trig invasion is on and we are 
right in the middle, of it I 
landed in France on the first 
day and have had no rest since, 
I am acting troop leader until 
they get another officer, , besid'- 
acting as sergeant-major and i 
my gun part time. * 

. **I have lost everything I owi 
except the clothes I have on and 
my rifle and helmet When you 
send another parcel please send 
me some underwear, socks, 
handkerchiefs, towels, soap, 
razor blades and can you buy 
me a set e/ shaving equipment, 
tooth paste, a couple of tooth- 
brushes, a pipe, cigarettes, comb 
and brush and any other person- 
al articles you can think of. I 
have to borrow everything when 
I shave, wash or eat It is a 
great life 

"I landed one of the first guns 
for the Canadian army but it 
didn't . do much good. Tell 



Randy that his Daddy isn't very 
brave but is in the midst of it 
and doing his best to get it over 
with* I am sitting by my fox- 
hole and expect to be busy 
soon. 

Ttie second letter is dated 
June 15. It follows: 

"Wednesday and all's well on 
our front just now. It has been 
real quiet for the past 24 hours. 
Only a little gun fire Our 
planes are coming and going all 
the time and they keep Jerry 
busy with ack-ack fire. This 
afternoon I took a bath and 
washed my very few clothes. 
The sun is very strong and most 
of the boys are getting a good 
tan. 

"We got a chicken for my gun 
:rew and had it for dinner. The 
k>vs cleaned and cooked it 
.hemselves and it was really 
good, f got some tooth-brushes 
and shaving equipment for the 
boys who lost everything but 
we still need more of every- 
thing. I lost all m$r snaps of 
you and Randy, so please send 
some more. 

"We get the papers about four 
days old now and the news over 
the air twice a day. I suppose 
the Canadian papers are playing 
up ihc part we are playing on 
every front page. Don't worry 
and this thing will soon be 
over." 

Mr. Cotton thinks that Sgt. 
Grant Crowder may be with the 
same unit.

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'•Received your cigarettes a 
week ago, but haven't had much 
time to reply until now," L.-Bdr. 
Lome McCordick writes from 
Italy in a letter of appreciation 
to the Newmarket Veterans* 
Soldiers' Comforts fund. "Our 
mail service was very poor for a 
while but it seems to be straight- 
ened out now and we're getting 
very good service (if I were 
superstitious I'd touch wood on 
that). 

"Things are going great down 
here, but I suppose you know 
more about it from the papers 
than we do. At one time we by- 
passed a German strong-point in 
a high mountain on our flank. 
Being on our flank and behind 
the forward troops he was some- 
what of a nuisance, so we used 
to tune in to the BBC, London, 
every night to find out whether 
the troops fighting 2,000 yards 
from us had scaled the mountain 
yet. 

"I don't know whether you 
Vets, of the last war ever had 
the chance to witness Tedeschi 
running backwards as fast as he 
is now, but after being bogged 
down all winter it sure is a great 
feeling to be on the move again. 

"He's leaving all sorts of 
equipment behind and we're 
getting a good chance to study 
them. I had a good look at one 
of his 88 mm. SJVs the other 
day. They are somewhat of a 
monstrosity— a barrel so long it 

has to have a prop half way up 
it to keep the barrel from sag- 
ging- 

"It doesn't look as if we're go- 
ing to suffer from any loss of 
fresh fruit this year. The 
cherries are ripe now and the 
pears and apples, etc., should 
soon be ready. There's all kinds 
of grape vines but I don't 
imagine they'll be ready until 
fall." 

"Well, we have Jerry on the 



run here and I suppose in a 
couple of weeks he will be on 
the run in France," Spr. J. A. 
Pegg writes from Italy in a 
letter of appreciation to the 
Newmarket Veterans. "Here's 

hoping that it will all end this 
year.'* 

"It seems as though the only 
time I write to you is to say 
thanks," Sgmn. Clifford Barker 
writes from Italy. "I have often 
thought about dropping you a 
few lines but time passes so 
quickly and what little bit we do 
have to ourselves is taken up 
with entertainment or sports. 

"I received 300 cigarettes from 
you the other day and believe 
me they were good to see. A 
good *fag' is a real treat when 
they are scarce. Your parcel 
came at the *zero hour,* as my 
supply of smokes was just about 
finished. It is hard to realize 
just how much they are appre- 
ciated and it is impossible to ex- 
plain it fully enough on paper. 

"The weather in this country 
now is very nice. It gets fairly 
hot during the day but always 
cools off at night, which makes 
it swell for sleeping. 

'The natural scenery of the 
country at present is picturesque. 
The mountains in the distance 
arc lovely and green with trees, 
while down in the valley you 
look upon a golden field of 
grain, with here and there a 
field of green. Seeing Italy at 
this particular time is a treat 
and lately I have seen a lot of it 
but hope to see more before 
heading for Canada. 

"I have met a number of town 
fellows over here but things arc 
moving so quickly that you only 
get together about once or twice. 

"The situation in this country 
looks very hopeful and there 
isn't anyone not looking for the 
day to return to 'Civvy Street.* "

I've blest that sergeant many a 
time since I came to Italy. If he 
had not fed us good when we were 
at Newmarket, maybe I would ap- 
preciate the grub that we get here 
more/' wrote a soldier serving In 
Italy in a recent letter to a member 
of Newmarket military camp. It 
is a backhanded compliment to the 
camp's cook, Staff-Sgt Tom Dud- 
Icy, who can claim merit as a deep 
sea diver, inventor, veteran of two 
other wars, and who Is serving 
actively In this war as a master 
cook. He does such a good job 
that this camp would feel lost and 
hungry without him. Ho Is never 
so happy as when he sees the men 
enjoying their meals and coming up 
for second helpings. He has a 

loyal staff of workers under him. 

Staff Sgt. Dudley served In the 
South African campaign and fought 
against Gen. Smuts in 1900. It 
intrigues him to think that in 
1917 Gen. Smuts was his own com- 
manding officer In tho Kaat African 
campaign. In 1931 Sgt. Dudley was 
invited to meet the present field 
marshal. 

Tom served 13 years in tho 
royal navy whore ho learned his 
diving. White serving In this 
capacity he has had several ad- 
ventures, including fouled air lines, 
working In freezing temperatures, 
one time almost submerged In 
sand, an encounter with an octopus 
off the coast of Ceylon where the 
danger was supposed to he sharks, 
diving In crocodile infested waters 
and many jobs involving the re- 
covery of drowned victims. He 
was also engaged In the raising of 
the German ileet In Scapa Flow. 

Among his prized possessions Is 
a tic pin presented to him by the 
Sultan of Zanzibar in appreciation 
of his work of raising tho sultan's 
yacht. The pin is of Jade and Is 
made up of 272 pieces, not large 
but beautiful when viewed through 
a magnifying glass. The sultan 
was wearing the pin at the time 
nnd took it from his tie and gave It 
to the sergeant 

Another prized possession is a 
certificate signed by Winston 
Churchill when the prime minister 
was secretary of state for war. The 
document signed In March 1919 
certifies that Sgt. Dudley waa 
mentioned in dispatches for gallant- 
ry in the field. 

His period of service in tho last 
war began immediately war was 
-declared. He arrived in England 
from Canada on Aug. 8, 1914, and 
was loaned Immediately to the 
Royal Engineer*, landing In France 
on Aug. 17. Here his special task 
was blowing up bridges to help 
cover the retreat /rom Mono, 

After serving In Prance he was 
sent to the Dardenellea, where he 
lost partial sight of an eye and 
was discharged from the royal 
navy. Later he joined the Royal 
Engineers and was «cnt to Egypt 
for blockade work on the Sues 
Canal. In East Africa he did more 
bridge blowing and was wounded in 
the shoulder^ captured by the Hun 
and spent eleven months la prison 
camp. While in camp he contract- 
ed blackwater fever and aa thty 
thought he was going to die the 
Hun kicked him out

It was at this point that he turn- 
ed to cooking. He took a course at 
Narobl, East Africa, and qualified 
as a cook instructor. He was sent 
to the 17th South African General 
hospital at Dar-Es-Salaam. The hos- 
pital accommodated 9,000 patients. 
Under him the sergeant had three 
hundred cooks and kitchen helpers. 

Tom wears the meritorious ser- 
vice medal, the queen's and king's 
South African medal, tne Mons* 
star, the general service medal, 
the victory medal, with oak leaf 
denoting mention in dispatches, and 
the ribbon Issued for this present 
war. 

When Newmarket cnn.p was 
opened for the 30 day trainees, 
Tom Dudley was one of the cooks. 
He soon became knnwi, for his 
culinary art and administrative 
anility, and Is now in charge of all 
that goes on in the kitchens. And 
the food! It Is so good that the 
men say this Is the best fed camp 
anywhere. 

Tom has an Invention that he is 
proud of. It is a dust proof, fly 
proof, sanitary self-locking milk- 
hottle holder. It keeps milk 
bottles away from roving animals. 
A feature of the invention Is n 
house number plate. "Town street 
numbers are usually too small to 
lead properly from the road," he 
says, so he made his Invention in- 
corporate a solution of this need. 
There in also a department for 
butter and a loaf of bread. 

In camp the sergeant has Initi- 
ated what Is a very popular feature 
of the camp's training. He lectures 
each troop on a soldier's 24-hour 
ration. One special result of the 
lecture is that each man becomes 
food conscious. Ho begins to see 
that thero Is a special and proper 
balance given to each day's meals 
to ensure proper health, and on 
the other hand ho realizes what he 
la entitled to and sees that waste 
will hurt everyone.

The first of July is now history, 
but It remains a day to remember 
and a memory to conjure with.

"Farm labor has never been as 
scarce as this year, at a time 
when York county and most of 
Ontario have promise of one of 
the largest crops of hav and grain 
in prospect." Agricultural Repre- 
sentative W. M. Cockburn, New- 
market, said this week. "Not only 
Is farm help scarce but the aver- 
age farmer is showing the effects 
of the strain and is not as able 
to carry on as he was three years 
ago, 

"The farmers of Canada have in- 
creased their production 40 percent 
since the start of the war with 
about ' 30 percent less help, not 
having had the chance to build up 
their payrolls as has industry. In 
the meantime, of the 75,000 men 
In the reserve army or home de- 
fence army there are thousands of 
experienced farm workers who are 
no longer needed for defence and 
who to date have not been desig- 
nated for active service reinforce- 
ments. 

"York county council Is to be 
congratulated on passing a reac- 
tion at their concluding session on 
Friday demanding of the authori- 
ties at Ottawa that these farm lads 
be given €0 days farm leave to help 
save this valuable crop from spoil- 
ing in the fields white they 'mark 
time* in their respective camps. 
The agricultural committee of the 
county council was authorized to 
take every step possible to secure 
the release of these men who Inci- 
dentally will be equally as badly 
needed on the prairies later on. 

"Arrangements have been made 
through the Federation of Agri- 
culture for a delegation to meet 
some of the cabinet ministers con- 
cerned at Ottawa and In the mean- 
time the Federations of Agricul- 
ture of most of the other counties 
have endorsed the movement and 
are insistent that the fanner be 

given some consideration. 

"The supply of western harvest- 
ers has been most disappointing 
and when the agricultural repre- 
sentative received word last Friday 
that York county's quota would be 
not over 25 westerners to fill near- 
ly 100 applications the seriousness 
of the situation prompted him to 
propose this alternative move to 
county council. .Apparently all 



the westerners are now here and 
IT farmers have obtained a man, 
these being the most urgent cases." 
The delegation to Interview the 
ministers consists of H. H. Haa- 
nam, president of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, V. 8. 
BfUbum, secretary, Ontario Federa- 
tion or Agriculture, Boynton Weld- 
rick, Thombll}, and W. L. Clark, 
Gormley, chairman and secretary 
respectively of the agricultural 
committee of York county council; 
and W. M. Cockburn, agricultural 
representative, Newmarket. 

This is the resolution passed by 
York county council! 

"Whereas the farmers of Ontario 
are faced with the harvesting of 
one of the largest crops of hay and 
grain on record with the greatly 
reduced manpower available, 

"And whereas there has been a 
very disappointing response by 
farm laborers of western Canada to 
requests of national selective serw 
vice for western harvest help to 
come to Ontario, 

"And whereas there is a large 
potential labor pool being held by 
the military authorities in the re- 
serva .Xmlta embracing many ex- 
perienced farm workers not at 
present toeing used\ for overseas 
reinforcements, 

"And whereas the farmers of 
York county alone require approxi- 
mately COO harvest workers, 

•'Be it resolved that the council 
of the corporation of tho county 
of York authorize the agricultural 
committee of this council to make 
immediate demand of the proper 
authorities for the granting of at 
least GO <faya leave to experienced 
workers to save the crops so vital 
to the national war effort and the 
individual fanner and that in view 
of the urgency of the situation 
such leave be effective not later 
than July 10. 

••And further that the agricul- 
tural committee be authorized to 
make such representation as deem- 
ed advisable through the Federa- 
tion of Agriculture Immediately and 
If necessary arrange for such 
meetings or delegations aa may be 
necessary to present effectively 
and Immediately the plight of our 
farmers at this time."

There could come nothing but good from dis- 
cussing this matter with the minister. 



THEY MEAN 



There seems to be misunderstanding between 
Ottawa and Toronto. The federal budget lifts 
compulsory savings so that, we are told, men will 

be willing to work over-time. At the same time 

the provincial government brings- into force a 
new act to prevent men from working more than 
nine hours in a day or 43 hours in a week, 
although apparently the act is going to be sus- 
pended for many industries. 

Both governments are trying to help the work- 
man. The federal government will not help him, 
however, jf by putting more money into circula- 
tion it causes more inflation. In spite of price 
ceilings there is already much inflation. Inferior 
goods are just as much inflation as higher prices. 
Nor will the provincial government help those 
workmen who are reasonably paid for their over- 
time. 

Our governments should get together. Instead 
of lifting the compulsory savings, Mr. Ilsley 
could have taken means to make people think 
money so lent to the government is as patriotical- 
ly employed and as well invested as if put into 
Victory bonds. Instead of preventing men and 
women from working over-time. Premier Drew 
might have helped them more by seeing that 
they are adequately paid for such over-time as 
they choose to do. 

The new Ontario act, however, will be useful 
when the war is oven It will give many people a 
little leisure, make them more efficient in their 
jobs, and will make more jobs. It will also be 
hoped that the increased efficiency (greater pro-' 
duction) and the increased employment (greater 
purchasing power) will together make possible 
more wages for the shorter hours.

There is something frighten- 
ing, to me at any rate, in the 
relentless march of great storm 
clouds across the sky. They 
seem to move with the purpose* 
ful advance of some evil army, 
alien to man with their thun- 
derous artillery, roaring in ad- 
\'ance and their murderous fire 
shooting forth at intervals. 

My father loved these storms. 
Fascinated, he would watch 
their advance, attack and re- 
treat, and often wanted me to 
share his vigil, but always I re- 
treated to the room farthest 
from the point of the storm's ad- 
vance, and there, all the great 
passages of sacred and secular 
literature relating- to storms 
would ride rampant through my 
head. 

Now. I am ashamed of my 
cowardice and I try to make my- 
self imagine what it would be 
like to be in France, or Italy, or 
Russia-r-sornewhere in the path 
of the armies that with move 
and counter-move are deciding 
the fate of the world; 

Perhaps near the great army 
preparatory camps where* man- 
oeuvres can be seen and rifle 
practice heard, one can more 
easily visualize war, but in the 
serenity of the beautiful coun- 
tryside war of necessity must 
seem far away and unreal un* 
less we cultivate the mind's eye. 

I was reading an article the 
other night which implied that 
we Canadians have nothing dis- 
tinctly Canadian to distinguish 
us from the rcit of the world; 
no dish that is ours and ours 
alone; no particular brand of 
humor; nothing of which it can 
be said; "That was as Canadian as 
Canada." Well, maybe that's so, 
and we are just a sensible, hard- 
working people— not a bad thing 
to be, by the way— but we must 
have dreamers and idealists or 
we would not be crusading 
against the forces of evil; we 
nrnst be idealists or we would 
not have our present standards 
of living and education. Both 
of these fall far short of perfec- 
tion, for to those who put edu- 
cation near the top of the 
necessities of life, the salaries 
which in the past have been 
paid our educators were some* 
thing to make us bury our 
heads in shame or to get out and 
vote for someone who would 
remedy the situation. 

The war has taken a hand in 
this as in many other things, and 
the wide margin between sup- 
ply and demand is doing what 
most of us felt should have been 
done long since, but which was 
always left to the other fellow 
and so never was done at all. 
Our standards of living do not 
need the storm of war to make 
us aware of what needed rais- 
ing, but it has made us value 
what we have and gi\'en us a 
much needed lesson in caring for 
what we have. The other day 
after the storm struck us and wo 
saw the destruction wrought on 
pevnies, delphinium and roses, 
we started to complain, and then 
the thought struck us, "What if 
it had been a real blitz— what if 
we had looked at our home low- 
ered to the ground, and maybe 
a loved one burled beneath the 
debris— and even if no human 
lay beneath, the treasured col- 
lection of a lifetime was gone. 

And speaking of those same 
delphinium— every year, as they 
grow tail and fat, we resolve to 
give them support, and every 



year the winds blow and the 
rains beat down, and the del- 
phiniums GO down and THEN 
we try to repair that damage. 

Maybe that's the way with 
war, we see the causes which 
make for war growing before 
our very eyes. We talk about 
what. should be done and know 
what could be done, but like us 
with our delphiniums, we hope 
for the best, and the steps, the 
guards, the efficient opposition 
to an evil thing, whose growth 
was apparent and whose evil 
inevitable was opposed too late 
to quench the evil at its source. 

There remains -what always 
follows a storm— especially the 
storm of war— the salvage of the 
scattered and oppressed peoples 
and their homes. As the war 
moves on, we cannot think it is 
won until children are fed, 
homes set up and fragments — 
alas, only fragments— of families 
re-united. 

This is not for governments 
alone— we are ALL responsible, 
we can ALL help to repair the 
destruction wrought by the 
storm of war, -

is to make out the diet sheets for 
the* meals. This he does in a scien- 
tific way from a calorie and vitamin 
chart that hangs in his office. It 
is his pride that his sheets provide 
for meals that give 4J3O0 to 4,500 
calories a day to the men. sufficient 
he says, for commando training. 

The problem of feeding the 
Army is a much different thing to 
what it used to be. Tom says. 
There i3 different purchasing and 
different cooking. He speaks of 
getting two pieces of hard tack 
and a cup of tea and on the 
- strength of this marching 14 miles 
trekking a 4.7 gun- "In those days. 
stews were made with bully beef 
and a few cans of peas and salt 
pork/' Tom remembers 1 . 

Tom's pride centres particularly 
on the cold meats that are made in 
camp under his supervision. Dvr. 
G. Bardocz and Dvr. R. K. Rice do 
this work. In the making of these 
cooked meats all that is bought are 
a few spices and casings, the rest 
is army ration. This is the source 
of much pride to the sergeant. 
making as it does for such variety 
to the supper meals particularly. 
Included In his cold meats are: 
farmer sausage, smoked ham. 
Virginia ham, viskin cased ham, 
jellied hocks, head cheese, peameal 
bacon, corned beef, liverwurst. 
macaroni and meat loaf and 
bologna. He has pickles galore. 

Sgt. Dudley was born in England 
and came to Canada in 1911- He 
married in 1919 and is very proud of 
h!s» family.

Advice to the kids: You young- 
sters who are taking up hardball 
this year, as well as some of the 
oldsters, might well remember an 
axiom of hitting recommended by 
no less a personage than Manager 
Mel.
